I 
never thought of doing anything for humanity my- 
self.. All I wanted in my most ambitious moments 
was to bask in the reflected glory won by husband 
and sons. I trust, girls, you haven’t any such idea

It would be difficult to find anywhere a more 
concise statement of the difference between what 
we may call the old ideal of womanhood and 
the new one now ‘being so persistently obtruded 
upon society by the éxtreme cult of the suf- 
fragettes.

Charles C. Nicholls, One of 
Defendants, Gives His Ver- 
sion of the Case. ! 


TERMS OF SALE SHOWN 


Mortgagor’ of Property De- 
clared to Have Had Every 
Opportunity to Redeem. 


In regard to the suit of Miss Mary J. 
Sloan, filed Friday, to have set aside the 
foreclosure sale of her preperty at 
Twenty-first and Eugenia _ streets, 
Charles C. Nicholls, one of the defend- 
ants, has written to the Post-Dispatch 
to deny certain charges in the petition. 
Miss Sloan,’ who is blind, sued George 
Boeck, to whom the property was sold, 
Frederick W. Paramore, the Eastern In- 
vestment Co. and Mr. Nicholls. The 
letter from Mr. Nicholls follows in full: 
Editor Post-Dispatch: 

“You gave iconsiderable prominence 
yesterday to an article in which I was 
reported as being sued by Mary J. 
Sloan. It seems to me that in justice 
to me, you should publish just as fully 
and as prominently, the correct state- 
rent in the matter, which I give you as 
follows: 

“On Nov. 11, 1904, John A. Sloan, 
the father of Miss Mary J. Sloan, came 
to me and said he desired to borrow 
some money on property located at 
Twenty-first. and Eugenia streets. 1 
saw the Citizens’ Insurance Co., who 
agreed to loan $16,000 on the property, 
and so notified Mr. Sloan, and the loan 
was arranged for. To my surprise, Miss 


thought the property belonged to Mr. 
Sloan, as he had done all the talking 
about it, but he said the property was 
: his daughter’s name. ~ 


“The loan being a full one the Citi- 
zens’ Insurance Co. insistea that I get 
ar assignment of rents, which was 
given to protect the interest and princl- 
pal note. When the principal note came 
due, Nov..11, 1907, the Citizens’ Insur- 
unce Co. insisted upon having the note 
paid. I so notified Mr. Sloan and he 
asked our company to secure another 
loan. We tried in every way to get an- 
other loan on the property sufficient tc 
cover the amount of the principal note, 


| the interest and taxes, which he had al- 


lowed to remain unpaid for three years. 
I notified him that it‘was impossible for 
me to get another lIdéan. 


“The Citizens’ Insurance Co. insisted 
upon having its money and instructed 
me, as trustee, to foreclose under ‘deed 
of trust. As I felt sympathy for Miss 
Sloan, I urged the Citizens’ Insurance 
Co. to wait, doing this several times 
when it insisted on foreclosing, so 
that it waited some ten months, and 
finally told me that it must have 
the deed of trust foreclosed. 

“I notified Mr. Sloan that unless he 
paid at a certain time, the property 
would be advertised for sale. I then 
also notified him that the property was 
advertised for sale. 

“At Mr. Sloan’s nequest I got out spe- 
cial advertisement on thig property, 
tried te sell it at private sale, and adver- 
tised it in the newspapers, as well as by 
circular. I secured an offer of $21,000 
from Messrs. Adam, Boeck & Co., and 
urged Mr. Sloan to accept this amount. 
He said he would not’ do it, as the 
property was worth more money, and he 
would get more money out of it, and 
that he had arranged for a new loan, 
and would redeem the property. This 
was four days before the sale. He came 
in the office the day before the sale 
and told me that the party would not 
make the loan, as there was a judgment 
against him, and the party who had 
agreed to make the loan would not take 
the property with this judgment against 
him. 

“As the amount of the claim was not 
paid up to the day of sale, the property 
went to sale. In your statement you 
state that Fred W. Lovett made a bid 
for the property. This is not true. 
Mr. Lovett did not make any bid 
for the property, but a ‘representative 
of the Citizens’ Insurance Co. did bid 


Boeck bid higher. Mr. Sloan bid against 
Mr. Boeck until the property had gone 
up to $17,700, when it was knocked down 
to Mr. Sloan, with the statement that 
$1000 earnest money would have to be 
paid immediately and the balance on or 
before 3 o’clock, or the property would 
be resold. After waiting some time for 
Mr. Sloan to put up the $1000, and the 
money not being forthcoming, I resold 
the property, and this time it was 
en down to George Boéck for $17;- 
“The sale was absolutely fair and just. 
I, nor my corporation, nor anyone con- 
nected with it, had no connection with 
Mr. Boeck whatever, and the state- 
ment that I had; or that I urged Miss 
Sloan not to accept the $21,000, is abso- 
lutely false. CHAS. C. NICHOLLS.”

pathy with 
Lucas to\have the will’set aside. Under 
the law, the plaintiff attacking a will 
has to name as defendants all persons 
entitied to inherit a testator’s property. 

Joseph D. Lucas had no children. He 
willed his estate to his wife, Fannie 
McLaran Lucas. The will was made 
Dec. 31, 141. Lucas died June 7, 1903. 
Mrs. Lucas, who. died in June, 1907, 
willed the estatg to her sister, Anna 
McLaran and Anna McLaran Hazard. 
The annulment of the will of Joseph D. 
Lucas consequently voids the will of 
his wife. 

In attacking. the document, Henry V. 
Lucas alleged that Joseph D. Lucas was 
enfeebled by sickness and the excessive 
use of liquor, and* was so influenced 
by his wife that he was incapable of 
devising his property. The principal wit- 
nesses to support this allegation in: the 
petition were Joseph Williams and Wal- 
ter Jefferson, -negro coachmen. 


- Say Testator Was Drunk, 

They testified they carried Mr. Lucas 
to his room at 9 p. m. the night he 
made his will at 11 p. m. and that he 
was so drunk he could not stand. They 
testified he had been drinking heavily 
for several days before his death, and 
slept in the barn and had his meals car- 
ried to him there. They also said he 
had a bottle of whisky which he passed 
to them frequently and invited them to 
drink with him. 

Judge McElhinney instructed the jury 
that the validity of the wili would not 
be affected by the fact that its maker 
was under the influence of the liquor.

en by St. Louis society women yester- 


day, according to the official count com- 
pleted at midnight, amounted to $22,963.77, 
with $22,955.99 last year, a 
gain of 67.78. 

There were 77,453 jndividual contribu- 
tors as peainst 64,769 last year. 

The largest collection, that at Union 
Station, was $2081.98, compared with 
$1854.89 at the same place last year. Mrs. 
F. W..Beibinger and Mrs. F. W. Baum- 
hoff were in charge there. 

Of the office building ‘stations, the 
largest returns came from the Times 
Building, where Mrs. Edward Preetorius 
was chairman. The total there was 
$1354.68. The collection made in that 
building last year was $1408.17, the larg- 
est amount turned in from any office 
building. 

The largest number of contributors this 
year was shown at Union Station where 
13,430 gave to the fund. Next to this 
came the postoffice, in charge of Mrs. 
T. J. Akins, where 3276 persons contrib- 
uted, and the Missouri. Athletic club 
was a Close third with $2958. Mrs. John 
A. Laird was in charge there. 

It is believed that with the addition 
of the Sunday collections in churches 
and Sunday Schools, the grand total of 
last year, $46,557, will be exceeded. 

Associaticn Is Gratified. 

Gov. D. R. Francis, president of the 
Hospital Saturday and Sunday Associa- 
tion, gave out a statement last night 
as soon as the money had been counted, 
in which he said: 

“The Hospital Saturday and Sunday 
Association is véry much gratified as 
the result of today’s collection. We re- 
ceived more than $22,900 Saturday, 
and hope that the church and 
Sunday school collections will bring the 
total up to $50,000. The high-water mark 
last year, more than $45,000, included 
$1300 received through the National 
Prosperity Association, and consequently 
strenuous effort was required to equal it 
this year. 

“The association is very grateful to’ 
the women to whose zealous efforts the 
Success of the day is largely due. The 
number of contributors far exceeded 
those of 1908.

SECRET WELL GUARDED 


Rumors of Nervous Break- 
down Are Both Confirmed 
and Denied. 


By Associoted Press. | 

NEW YORK, Nov. 2%7.—Dr. Frederick 
A, Cook @ropped completely from public } 
view today. Not even John R. Bradley, 
whose money was behind his polar ex- 
plorations, knows where he is tonight. 

Confiding his secret to only one man 
and perhaps to his wife, the Brooklyn 
explorer slipped quietly and mysterious- 
ly away, leaving behind him a string of 
pugzied and exasperated friends and a 
debate more acrimonious than that 
which followed his announcement of 
September last that he had discovered 
the North Pole on April 21, 1908. 

Charles Wake, an insurance man of 
this city, appears to “be the only one 


who knows the mystery of Dr. Cook's 
whereabouts. And Wake is firm in his 
resolve to keep his lips sealed until 
Cook himself sees fit to take the public 
into his confidence. 


Breakdown Is Feared. 


In the meantime concern is expressed 
over the condition of Dr. Cook’s health. 
Although some of his friends maintain 
that he has borne up well under the 
continued strain of lecturing and pre- 
paring his data, opposed to this is the 
statement of an associate of the doctor, 
who said tonight that the explorer ap- 
peared on the verge of 2 nervous break- 
down when he conferred with him at 
hig hotel in the Bronx on Monday night. 

This friend, who is a newspaper man, 
issued a statement tonight in which he 
‘quoted Dr. Cook as saying: 

“If this thing keeps up a few months 
longer, I will be in the insane asylum.” 

This is the statement in part as given 
out by the friend in question: 

"On last Monday night I called at 
the Gramatan Inn and conferred with 
Dr. Gook. At that time Dr. Cook was 
in an extremely nervous condition, 
and I was convinced that unless he 
took ‘a long needed rest he might suf- 
fer a nervous breakdown. He told me 
he had been advised to go, abr ‘In 
order to be in easy reach of the Uni- 
yersity of Copenhagen if his présence 
ttere required there, and at the same 
time to get a much needed rest. de 

The puzzle of Dr. Cook’s disappear- 
ance from public view began about 3 
o’clock this afternoon. At noon Henry 
Wellington Wack, his personal counsel, 
issued a formal statement explaining 
that Dr. Cook had sailed this morning 
liner Caronia. ‘Three 
hours later he issued a second state- 
ment, withdrawing the first statement, 
and explaining that he had been in- 
formed by John R. Bradley that the Goc- 
tor had not sailed on the Caronia. 

Coincident with this, reports were ¢lr+ 
culated that Dr. Cook had sailed on the 
steamship Havana for Havana. Neithet, 
so far as can be learned tonight, was 
correct. ES 


Not Steamer Passenger. 


Capt. John Knight of the Havana re- 
sponded to a wireless message after his 
vessel had left port as follows: 

“No one on boatd résembling Dr. 
Cook, name not On passenger list.”’ 

J. A. McCubbin, the purser of the 
Caronia, also replied to a query ‘by wire- 
less as follows: 

‘Unable to find Dr. Coox ayers the 
Caronia.”’ 

Mr. Wack, in admitting that He knows 
where Dr. Cook is, declined to give his 
address, or to account in any way for 
the doctor's sudden.and mysterious de- 
parture. Said Mr. Wack: 

“In the circumstances. he is at per- 
fect liberty to make what plans he 
chooses. In due time he will give an 
account of himself, and until that time, 
I hope he gets the. rest he thoroughly 
deserves. The children are at school 
and Mrs. Cook has left the Gramatan 
Inn and come to the house of a friend 
in this city.” 

John R. Bradley, who is thoroughly 
éxasperated with the whole situation, 
had this to say tonight: 

“I am heartily sick of all this mys- 
tery. Dr. Cook is under ho contraet to 
me. He can come and go as he chooses 
without seeking my advice or consent, 
but I did say today to Mr. Wack, 
when I .read in the papers that Dr. 
Cook had sailed, that I should feel 
properly sore, and I should think I had 
a right to feel sore, if the doctor had 
left for an extended trip without say- 
ing good-by to me. I do not know where 
he is, any more than you do. If he is 
in this country, it’s all right; but why 
didn’t he say outright Where He was 
going? 

“I still believe in him. My stand to- 
night is just what it was the day he 
landed. He has my allegiance until 
the University of Copenhagen has dis- 
proved his claim.”

Missouri Supreme Court Makes 


Ruling in Contest Involv- 
ing Parent’s Wealth. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Nov. 27.— 
Ih a decision in a will contest: case to- 
day, Division No. 1 of the State Su- 
preme Court made an important ruling 
regarding the question of undue, influ- 
ence, It held that where one child is 
the constant assciate of his parent and 
transacts all his business for him in his 
latter days, if he becomes'‘the benefi- 
Clary of the estate through the will 
of the parent, the burden of proof is 
upon him to show that he did not un- 
duly influence the parent, and not upon 
tne other children who are contesting 
the will, to prove that this child did 
exercise an —— influence over -the 
parent. 

The case came from Nodaway County, 
where Marion Norman, a son, was given 
by the will of his father, Wesley Nor- 
man, practically all. of his. estate. 
amounting to $20,000 Irene, Mowry 
und Mary Kettring, daughters, brought 
suit to set aside the will. The Cir- 
cuit Court gave judgment for the son 
and on appeal to the Supreme Court, 
the case was reversed and remanded 
for a new trial. This trial resulted in 
a verdict for the daughters, setting 
the will aside. The son then appea'ed 
to the Supreme Court, which tdéday af- 
firmed the decision of the lower court. 
Judge Graves wrote the opinion, which 
was concurred in by all the other 
judges of the division, except Judge 
Woodson, who did not sit.

Samuel H. Buschmann’s dramatic 


choice between his two wives, follow- 
ing their agreement to abide by his de- 
cision and not to prosecute him for big- 
amy, Came to naught last night. 
he was arrested at 1219 Pendleton ave- 
nue, in the presence of his first wife 
and thelr two daughters, on a warrant 
sworn out by the second and dice tuts 
vife in Milwaukee 

Though the Milwaukee wife had gone 
back on the agreement, thé St. Louis 
wife, who nad forgiven Buschmann for 
a desertion and a ten years’ absence 
in which she thought him dead, stood 
by him. She sought a bondsman last 
night until a late hour, and made ef- 
forts to get a lawyer to prevent Busch- 
mann's extradition to Milwaukee. , 

Confronted by Both Wives. 

In Milwaukee last June, after the St. 
Louls wife had found Buschmann and 
caused his arrest for bigamy, the tw. 
women confronted him together. The 
St. Louis wife, Mrs. Annie Juergens 
Buschmann, was 40 years old; the Mil- 
waukee wife, Mrs. Bertha Liersch 
Buschmann, was 27. Both possessed 
certificates showing legal marriages by 
a clergyman, the St. Louis wife in 1892, 
the Milwaukee wife in 1902. He had de- 
serted his family in St. Louls in 1899. 

“Now,’’ the two women asked him in 
chorus, ‘‘which one of us do you love?” 

“I love my first wife,’’ said Busch- 
mann, and the elder woman smiled jubi- 
lantly. 

“Then he goes home with me,” she 
Ceclared to the Milwaukee woman. 
“You remember our agreement to stick 
by his decision and drop the bigamy 
charge.”’ 

The younger woman assented, and the, 
charge Was dropped because of the re- 
fusal of both women to prosecute. The 
Milwaukee wife stipulated that she 
should be paid $16 a month, and it is 
said these payments were made. 

But the St. Louis wife, wishing no 
communication to pass between Busch- 
mann and the Milwaukee woman, took 
on herself the task of sending the 
monthly remittances. -The letters in 
which she inclosed the money had a 
tone which the recipient did not like. 
She felt that the first wife was ‘‘crow- 
ing’’ over her, and she resented the up- 
braiding tone which appeared in other 
parts of the letters. 

So she changed hér mind, aid two 
days ago a second bigmy warrant was 
issued in Milwaukee. A detective was 
sent to St. Louis to serve it, and a St. 
Louis detective aided him in making the 
errest. 

Buschmann is 43-vears old and since 
his return to St. Louis last summer has 
been employed as a foreman for the 
Gilsonite Construction Co. 

When he disappeared 10 years ago, he 
left a life insurance policy. Several 
years afterward, his’ first wife, who 
had heard nothing from him, tried to 
collect the amount of the policy. The 
insurance company refused to pay, in 
the absence of proofs of death. 

Found Through Photograph. 

Last spring Mrs. Buschmann renewed 
her request for payment of the insur- 
ance and the agents told her that if she 
received the amount she would have to 
give a bond to return it.in case Busch- 
mann should be found alive. She applied 
to relatives to furnish the bond, and one 
of them, Peter Zbaren, started an inves- 
tigation, through the Cement Workers’ 
Union, of which Buschmann was a mem- 
ber. From one of its members he 
learned, with the aid of a photograph, 
that the missing man was in Wisconsin. 
The wife’s visit to Milwaukee, her dis- 
covery of the bigamous marriage and 
the husband’s return to St. Louis with 
her, followed. 

Buschmann ana his Milwaukee wife 
have two children, one of whom is liv- 
ins. He admits that he married both 
Women in a legal manner,

Courier-Journal taking the affirmative, 
the World the negative of that interest- 
ing proposal. 

It looks like a fair scheme. It seems 
certainly more equal like than two sim- 
ilar schemes, the mention of which may 
not be irrelevant. The 16th of Febru- 
ary, 1881, the late Noah Brooks and the 
editor of the Courier-Journal accepted 
from Mr. Elisha W. Vanderhoff of the 
Union Club, New York—the loser to pay 
a dinner: forfeit—his offer of these three 
propositions: First, that if Mr. Folger 
were not Secretary of the Treasury 
upon the organization of the Cabinet, 
glready chosen and to be announced 
within two weeks, he would be at the 
end of a year; second, that if Mr. Blaine 
Were Secretary of State on the organi- 
zation of the Cabinet, he would not be 
at the end of a year; and, third—this 
latter in the teeth of the knowledge 
that both Mr. Brooks and Mr. Watter- 
son that Mr. Allison had been agreed 
upon for Secretary of the Treasury— 
that Mr. Allison would not be in the 
Cabinet at all. 

Losers Pay the Wager. 

A year later, the I6th of February, 
1882, each of Mr. Vanderhoff's postulits 
having come true—it required two 
deaths and an attempted suicide to win 
his wager—the wager was paid by the 
losers. 

The night of the adjournment of the 
National Democratic Convention at 
Chicago, in 1892, the editor of the Cour- 
fer-Journal bet Mr. Frank A. Richarda- 
son; of the Baltimore Sun, a @inner 
for twenty, that Cleveland and Steven- 
son would be elected, and that MIlinois 
would cast her electoral vote for the 
Democratic ticket. Mr. Richardson 
fave the dinner in Washington after 
the inauguration of the new adminis- 
tration, A Lully .good dinner it was, 
whereat there were much rejoicing and 
a rare outpouring and consur iption.

HE FEARS LEASES 


Contends Ordinance Should 
Be Specific as to Title to 
Be Secured. 


The Gerhart bill authorizing the purr 
chase or condemnation of specific tracts 
of land in East St. Louis for free bridge 
approaches will be bitterly assailed and 
probably defeated in the City Council 
Tuesday. The bill, which was introduced 
by Councilman Drew, is intended to 
cover all thé land that will be necessary 
for the bridge approaches. 

Under the act of Congress giving St. 
Louis the power to build a free bridge, 
ic is specifically stated that the city 
tas the right to condemn and purchase 
lend in East St. Louis for the bridge 
approaches. The bill authorizing the 
employment of Maurice Joyce as coun- 
sel for the city to acquire the East Side 
land contains a joker, according to Mr. 
Gerhart. 

The bill authorizes .the. attorney to 
either buy or condemn land, or oktain 
“easements in land.’ Under this. au- 
thority, according. to Mr. Gerhart, the 
attorney could lease the fand, although 
the congressional act gives it no sucn 
authority. 

Lease Does Not Assure Future. 

‘Tf the city should lease land for its 
approaches,”". Mr. Gerhart says, “‘it’ 
would at'once become subject to what- 
ever terms the Terminal Monopoly, 
which owns much land on-the East Side, 
might dictate. The language of the ordi- 
nance is so ambiguous that the attorney 
might do almost anything under it. 

“There is nothing specific about the 
bill. I am not complaining, but I dé 
say in justice to the people who are 
paying for the land and who have 
worked #0 hard for the free bridge, that 
when this bill becomes an ordinance it 
ought to be specific. 

“We do not want the usefulness of the 
free bridge impaired by some trick of 
the enemy. We have fought it out on 
this side of the river, and nave got, the 
kind of a bridge and the approaches we 
Cesire. If we are not careful something 
will be ‘put over’ on us in the acquire-~ 
ment of the land on the East Side. 

“The city has ample power under/*“the 
Act of Congress to condemn and buy 
land in East St. Louis but none what- 
This ordinance author- 
izing the employment of Mr. Joyce 
would give him the power to lease land. 
It does not specify what land he shall

NEW YORK, Nov. 27.—‘‘I take off my 
laurels to William Watson and, if he 
insists, I'll take off my coat to him.” 

This is the latest bulletin in the lit- 
erary feud between William Watson and 
Richard Le Gallienne and it is Richard 
himself that furnishes it. 

As everybody knows, William Watson 
included in his latest volume of verses 
a poem entitled “The Woman With a 
Serpent’s Tongue,’’ which set all En- 
gland talking, because it was said to be 
an etching—I said etching advisedly, as 
I believe it’s done with acids—of ‘the 
wife of the Prime Minister of England, 
and, as everyone is aware, Richard Le 
Gallienne, author of that exquisite ver- 
sion of the “‘Rubaiyat” which made 
Fitzgerald turn over in his grave, took 
up the literary cudgels for the lady in 
a reply called “The Poet -With a Cow- 
ard’s Tongue,’’ which drew a challenge 
to a duel from the British bard. 

William Watson sailed for America 
today to make good his challenge and 
yesterday Mr. LeGallienne, who lives as 
near Parnassus as a dweller in Baby- 
lon may, which is to say on the heights 
near Columbia University, told me what 
he intends to do when Mr. Watson 
gets here. | 

French Poet Looks Hibernian. 

The least affected of poets is three 
parts poetry and one part prose. I 
should say Mr. LeGallienne is about 
half and half. He is rather tall and by 
no means ethereal in figure. He has a 
David Belasco forelock, flecked with 
gray, which crinkles over a massive 
forehead, and a general Hibernian cast 
of features that leads one to think him 
a brother of a poet till he says that he 
is English and French, his grandfather 
having been a sea captain of Guernsey. 

“I don’t look as if I lived on white 
chrysanthemums, now, do I?’’ remarked 
the poet as I entered the room, and 
perhaps because I had scented an oder 
of fried ham in the hall I agreed with 
him. 

“And I don’t look Hike much of a 
shrimp, now, do I?’’ 

Again, most veraciously 
didn’t. 

“*Yet,’’ said Mr. La Gallienne, ‘1a man 
actually said to me the other day, 
‘Aren’t you afraid to fight a duel with 
Watson? He’s a giant.’ Now, you 
know, my shoulders are quite broad 
and I stand 6 feet 10; so even if I were 
a shrimp, there wouldn’t be much to be 
afraid of. 

Started in a Joke, 

“Of course, the whole affair began as 
a joke—at least on my part. William 
and I have been friends for years, but 
& man shows very bad taste, I think, 
in lampooning a lady. To be sure, he 
may caricature her as a type, but that’s 
a different thing from attacking her 
as an individual. I hadn’t any ax to 
grind, but the affair stirred my indigna- 
tion, and I wrote the verses on ‘The 
Poet With a Coward’s Tongue.’ Now, 
you know, those verses contained /one 
misprint and two lines that wouldn't 
scan. QO, yes, really two very bad lines; 
so I’m glad so great a metricist as 
William Watson is coming over, if only 
to tell me how to improve those lines. : 

“For, you know, I take off my laurels 
to William as a poet, and, as I said 
before, if necessary I'll take off my 
coat to him as a man. 

“So I told the reporters the other day 
when they brought me the news of his 
challenge. I said: ‘Very well, it coula 
be swords or fists. Marquis of Queens- 
berry rules, I suppose, but, of course, 
it was a joke. If Watson takes it sert- 
ously, why, I'll be just as Serious. Rich- 
ard will fight. No one who knows him 
dcubts it for a moment.’ 

Admired Watson Greatly, 

“But if there is to be a duel, 1’]] lose 
one thing to Watson if nothing else— 
that’s my sense of humor, I don’t mind 
udding to the gayety of nations—lite is 
SO sad and so few people find anything 
to laugh at. I think that famous cou- 
plet should be amended to read thus: 
“Weep and the world weeps with you; 
laugh and you laugh alone.’ 

“So you see one shouldn't mind be- 
ing a joke. I suppose I’m the most in- 
Sulted and ridiculed poet in the world. 
And this affair has made people laugh 
@ good deal. I’m glad of it. | 

“The strange thing is that for years 
I've been one of Watson’s Sreatest ad- 
mirers. If I had a dollar for every time 
I've quoted, one quatrain from _ his 
“Wordsworth’s Grave’ I'd be a rich man.

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CUTTON NERVOUS, 
CUNSUMERS WAIT 


The general condition of the cotton 
market is one of great nervousness. 
Spot values have changed but little 
during the past week or ten days. Busi- 
ness, however, has been very much re- 
stricted all along the line, the larger 
supply markets especially showing very 
light sales, and while the exports show 
large in proportion to receipts, they are 
running very much behind the move- 
ment at this time last year. This 
would indicate that the interior towns 
are selling more freely than the larg 
markets, but business at interior points 
has also fallen off materially. 

Consumers are taking just as little as 
possible at present prices, hoping al- 
most against hope that some influence 
will devélop that will lower prices. Ths 
situation is largely in the hands of hold- 
ers of spot cotton. ‘If they are able 
to hold out for prices around lic the 
consumers will ultimately be forced into 
the market even at a higher range of 
values, 

The fight is now on between these 
two elements to a finish. The. pro- 
ducers having realized such high prices 
for what théy have sold, are in a posi- 
tion of great ‘strength on what they 
have still for sale. The general opinion 
prevails that this will be a bull season 
throughout, and that the trade is now 
adjusting itself to the inevitable. 

The speculative markets fiave been 
very irregular, bufiness betig of a 
scalping nature almost exclusively, both 
bulls and bears working for short 
terms, both being slow to énter the 
market heavily. The range in values on 
the Hew York market ts about 30 points 
below figures of a week ago. 

The Government gin figures were so 
close to the general éxpectation that 
they had very little influence on the 
general situation. Interest is now cen- 
tered on the percentage. The national 
ginners say 33 rer cent has been ginned. 
Others place it at 78 per cent. Bither 
figure works out a total of less than 
10,750,009 bales. As the weight of bales in 
this crop is lighter than last year and 
the spinning value also lower. the above 
percentages only represent say 10,500,000 
bales.

The wheat situation did aot materially 
change last week. Congested conditions 
in the December position were unre- 
lieved antl they continued to exert a 
bullish influence over the general mar- 
ket. Duliness, caused partly by the holl- 
days, but a reflection also, of the wait- 
ing attitude of the trade, brought on 
by the uncertain delivery prospects, was 
the keynote in the pit. It was tem- 
pered, however, by a firm tone. Prices, 
both on futures and the cash article, 
moved upward in a gradual but steady 
manner, The ciose on the options was 
net %c to Sc higher for the week and 
there was ean appreciation of several 
cents in the premiums on cash wheat, 
Coarse grains were steady. 

The news contained little that was en- 
couraging to the bears. Hacks in ali po- 
sitions are far below the normal for this 
time of the year. They are still steadily 
decreasing in the main and are decidedly

Ocean passage supplies decreased 
$00,000 bu and the Increase of 835,000 bu 
ins the world’s available, reported by 
Bradstreet. was not. aearly sufficient to 
make any impression in view of the 
present almost universal congestion. 

Foreign markets for the most part 
were firm. Thav ware affected by the 
disappointing reports from America and 
th? smaller disposition to sell for fu- 
ture delivery displayed by Russia, Ar- 
gentine and Australia. Stocks in Liv- 
erpoo!l continued. to decrease and theré 
has been no appreciable improvement 
in the insufficient supplies in Europe. 
There were serious damage reports 
from Argentine, the complaint being 
wet weather, which hurt the crop itself 
and hampered the movement of the 
grain, to the parts. There also were 
unfavorable crop adviceg from Russia 
and other foreign countries. 

From now on it is likely that this 
country will continue at the present lib- 
eral volume. While in some fnstances 
the demand for flour was reported 
small, the big mills/in the Northwest 
were mostly running to their capacity 
and the output was a large one. The 
apparent completion of the best part 
of the movement, the falling off in 
supplies and the continuation of the 
goal cash demand tended to increase 
the precarious position of the shorts.

bled forward pass should be allowed to 
be recovered by any of the same team 
and as many forward passes be permii- 
ted in any one scrimmage 4s possible. 
This would make a great passing game, 
and with a bail that could be easily 
hurled or passed by any player would 
result in some splendid open field work, 
without reducing the personal contact 
play too much. 

With a ball such as I have proposed, 
longer, narrower. and a bit heavier, 
so that it would carry in the face of 
a strong wind, I firmly believe that 
the game of Rugby would develop into 
one of the most beautiful and versatile 
sports the world ever saw. Soccer is 
too much of a kicking game; baseball 
too much of pitching and hitting, but 
Rugby would combine all these ele- 
ments. . 

ITH the new ball, deeper offen- 
\WV sive formations could be logi- 
cally planned and carried into 
execution. Instead‘“of always having the 
backfield within four or five yards 
vand on-kicks 10 yards back, they could 
be placed 10, 20 and even 50 yards back, 
and stil! have the ball hurled or booted 
so much further that this loss of dis- 
tance to their own goal would be ac- 
cording!y offset. 

Instead of 30, 35 or 50 yard passes 
and kicks (and remember this is only 
possible by the few chosen individuals 
who can kick or pass), under the new 
ball conditions, anyone could make 
passes and kicks of 50, 60 and even 80 
yards. The ball could be curved and 
many beautiful plays be executed that 
would dazzie the spectators. 

The center could pass to the kicker 
or passes much further back and the 
delay in the charge of the defense upon 
the passes or kicker would afford the 
necessary time for his teammates to 
form down the field. 

Owing to the ability of the passer 
and kicker to hurl and kick so much 
further, the deeper formations are pos- 
sible and a thousand new and open 
plays made feasible. The center should 
be allowed to pass frum the side as 
well as through his legs to make pos- 
sible the long, back pass. With these 
deep formations there is no possibility 
of mass play whatever. With permis- 
sion for more than one forward pass in 
a scrimmage, these deep backs could 
keep up a running fire of passes that 
would be bewildering and scientific, and 
from the fact that any player could 
throw the ball, be mede remarkable for 
the. number of combinations it offers. 
Possession of the ball would lose its 
charm and potency since, if the ball 
were lost, it would mean nothing, be- 
cause in the event of recovering it, 
it could: be kicked 80 yards down 
the gridiron if necessary, placing the 
play at once in the opponents’ territory. 
The weak teams would gain immensely 
from this advantage.

PUNCTUP” PROBLEM SOLVED,

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Under the act of Congress giving St. 
Louis the power to build a free bridge, 
ic is specifically stated that the city 
tas the right to condemn and purchase 
lend in East St. Louis for the bridge 
approaches. The bill authorizing the 
employment of Maurice Joyce as coun- 
sel for the city to acquire the East Side 
land contains a joker, according to Mr. 
Gerhart. 

The bill authorizes the. attorney to 
either buy or condemn fand, or obtain 
“easements in land.’’ Under this au- 
thority, according. to Mr. Gerhart, the 
attorney could lease the Tand, although 
the congressional act gives it no suci 
authority. 

Lease Does Not Assure Future. 

“Tf the city should lease land for its 
approaches,”. Mr. Gerhart says, ‘“‘it 
would at’'once become subject to what- 
ever terms the Terminal Monopoly, 
tvhich owns much land on-the East Side, 
might dictate. The language of the ordi- 
nance is so ambiguous that the attorney 
might do almost anything under it. 

‘There is nothing specific about the 
bill. I am not complaining, but I dé 
say in justice to the people who are 
paying for the land and who have 
worked #0 hard for the free bridge, that 
when this bill becomes an ordinance it 
ought to be specific. 

“We do not want the usefulness of the 
free bridge impaired by some trick of 
the enemy. We have fought it out on 
this side of the river, and nave got, the 
kind of a bridge and the approaches we 
Gesire. If we are not careful something 
will be ‘put over’ on us in the acquire- 
ment of the land on the East Side. 

“The city has ample power under “the 

Act of Congress to condemn and buy 
land in East St. Louis but none what- 
ever to lease it. This ordinance author- 
lzing the employment of Mr. Joyce 
would give him the power to lease land. 
It does not specify what land he shall 
acquire, when or where he shall ac- 
quire it.’’ 
,-A member of the Law Department 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter last night 
that Mr. Gerhart hds misunderstood the 
intent of the bill about which he com- 
“lains, 

“The only thing contemplated by that 
ordinance,”’ said this official of the Law 
Department, “is the employment of a 
special attorney, a general] statement of 
his duties and the appropriation of 
money for his fee and expenses. 

More Ordinances Necessary. 

“It will be necessary in subsequent 
ordinances to direct the condemnation 
and purchase of land in Illinois and to 
describe what land is to be acqutred. 
Surveys and other data necessary to 
the preparation of these ordinances will 
B00n be ready. 

“The use of the phrase ‘easments in 
land’ is imperative because all the city 
ean obtain through the condemnation 
of land is the right to Occupy and use 
it. The city can't acquire the fee, 
except through purchase — and the 
authority of St. Louis to purchase land 
in Illinois is doubtful. 

“As to the duties and discretion of 
the special attorney, they can be no 
greater or less than the Municipal As- 
sembly prescribes. In bills to be in-

French Poet Looks Wiberstan. 

The least affected of poéts is three 
parts poetry and one part prose. I 
should say Mr. LeGallienne is about 
half and half. He is rather tall and by 
no means ethereal in figure. He has a 
David Belasco forelock, flecked with 
gray, which crinkles over a massive 
forehead, and a general Hibernian cast 
of features that leads one to think him 
a brother of a poet till he says that he 
is English and French, his grandfather 
having been a sea captain of Guernsey. 

“I don’t look as if I lived on white 
chrysanthemums, now, do I?’ remarked 
the poet as I entered the room, and 
perhaps because I had scented an odor 
of fried ham in the hall I agreed with 
him. 

“And I don’t look like much of a 
shrimp, now, do I?” 

Again, most veraciously I said he 
didn't. | 

“Yet,’”’ said Mr. La Gallienne, ‘“‘a man 
actually said to me the other day, 
‘Aren’t you afraid to fight a duel with 
Watson? He’s a giant.’ Now, you 
know, my shoulders are quite broad 
and I stand 5 feet 10; so even if I were 
a shrimp, there wouldn’t be much to be 
afraid of. 

Started in a Joke. 

“Of course, the whole affair began as 
a joke—at least on my part. William 
and I have been friends for years, but 
& man shows very bad taste, I think, 
in lampooning a lady. To be sure, he 
may caricature her as a type, but that’s 
a different thing from attacking her 
as an individual. I hadn't any ax to 
grind, but the affair stirred my indigna- 
tion, and I wrote the verses on ‘The 
Poet With a Coward's Tongue.’ Now, 
you know, those verses contained /one 
misprint and two lines that wouldn’t 
scan. O, yes, really two very bad lines; 
so I’m glad so great a metricist as 
William Watson is coming over, if only 
to tell me how to improve those lines. 

“For, you know, I take off my laurels 
to William as a poet, and, as I said 
before, if necessary I’ll take off my 
coat to him as a man. 

“So I told the reporters the other day 
when they brought me the news of his 
challenge. I said: ‘Very well, it coulda 
be swords or fists. Marquis of Queens- 
berry rules, I suppose, but, of course, 
it was a joke. If Watson takes it seri- 
ously, why, I'll be just as serious. Rich- 
ard will fight. No one who knows him 
dcubts it for a moment.’ 

Admired Watson Greatly, 

“But if there is to be a duel, I'll lose 
One thing to Watson if nothing else— 
I don't mind 
adding to the gayety of nations—lite is 
SO sad and so few people find anything 
te laugh at.

With a ball such as I have proposed, 
longer, narrower. and a bit heavier, 
so that it would carry in the face of 
a strong wind, I firmly believe that 
the game of Rugby would develop into 
one of the most beautiful and versatile 
sports the world ever saw. Soccer is 
too much of a kicking game; baseball 
too much of pitching and hitting, but 
Rugby would combine alte these ele- 
ments. 

ITH the new ball, deeper offen- 
W sive formations could be logi- 
cally planned and carried into 
execution. Instead of always having the 
backfield within four or five yards 


Vand on-kicks 10 yards back, they could 


be placed 10, 20 and even 30 yards back, 
and still have the bail hurled or booted 
so much further that this loss of dis- 
tance to their own goal would be ac- 
cording!v offset. 

Instead of 30, 35 or 50 yard passes 
and kicks (and remember this is only 
possible by the few chosen individuals 
who can kick or pass), under the new 
ball conditions, anyone could make 
passes and kicks of 50, 60 and even 80 
yards. The ball could be curved and 
many beautiful plays be executed that 
would dazzie the spectators. 

The center could pass-.to the kicker 
or passes much further back and the 
delay in the charge of the defense upon 
the passes or kicker would afford the 
necessary time for his teammates to 
form down the field. 

Owing to the ability of the passer 
and kicker to hurl and kick so much 
further, the deeper formations are pos- 
sible and a thousand new and open 
plays made feasible. The center should 
be allowed to pass frum the side as 
well as through his legs to make pos- 
sible the long, back pass. With these 
deep formations there is no possibility 
of mass play whatever. With permis- 
sion for more than one forward pass in 
a scrimmage, these deep backs could 
keep up a running fire of passes that 
would be bewildering and scientific, and 
from the fact that any player could 
throw the ball, be mede remarkable for 
the. number of combinations it offers. 
Possession of the ball would lose its 
charm and potency since, if the ball 
were lost, it would mean nothing, be- 
cause in the event of recovering it, 
it could be kicked 80 yards down 
the gridiron if necessary, placing the 
play at once in the opponents’ territory. 
The weak teams would gain immensely 
from this advantage. 

In this open passing, tackling. around 
the shoestrings would lose its value. 
since the moment the player was tackled 
he would shoot the ball. I think it would 
reduce the need of vicious tackling. The 
onside kick would lose its value, since 
the men could be behind the ball when 
booted and with the extra distance 
kicked could get under it and catch it 
on the fly.

PUNCTURE PROBLEM SOLVED, 


At ihe ae innual Motor Exhibition in 
London, oy te recently closed, a new 
wrinkle wa sshown which the inventor 
promises will do away with pneumatic 
tires ori motor cars. Of course 753’ in- 
ventors in the United States have also 
announced the same thing, but the sales 
of pnuematic tires are growing every 
day. 

The Englishman claims to have re- 
duced vibration to a minimum. This 
is effected by a clever and originui sys- 
tem which does away with the steel 
springing cf the ordinary motor-car. 

Four pnuematie cylinders are brought 
into use, giving the body an extremely 
elastic support. The cylinders, it is 
claimed, absorb all the shock and vibra- 
tion, and thus incidentally save much 
wear and tear to the engine. The air 
is pumped into the cylinders by the en- 
gine itseif. 

Those who have tried the new inven- 
tion state that it is impossible to tel! 
that pneumatic tires are not being 
used.

MHavill heard 
footsteps approaching the door and 
keoked up as Miss Bruner pushed a 
bunch of letters between the bars. 

“Hello, kid,” he said, cheerily, 
she answered, ‘‘Hello.’’ 

He tore open the letters and scanned 
them hastily while she waited. He sent 
her to buy a paper for him and when 
She came back he handed some “copy” 
t- her.

The news of the safety of the missing 

boat, which had practically been given 
up for lost, was bronght here by the 
bar tug Wallula, which arrived late to- 
day. 
“ fhree persons known to have been 
drowned when the Argo went down 
were Nellie Hunter, aged 6; Mrs. L. A. 
Holdredge of Portland and Henry Wick- 
ham, a member of a life-saving crew. 
The rescued on one lifeboat were Mate 
J. A. Johnson, L. A. Holdredge of 
Portiand, W: C. King and vieorge Hunt- 
er, passengers, and six members of the 
crew, besides the eleven on the life- 
boat, who were Capt. Levy Snyder, 
Chief Engineer J. H. Snyder, Purser W. 
A. Etimson, two sailors, the steward, 
Thomas —.ussell; the assistant engineer, 
Tony Delborte; a passenger, two un- 
known members of the crew and an 
unidentified passenger who boarded the 
thip at Astoria, 

Soon after the Argo sailed out of 
Tillamook Bay, she sent up rockets 
signaling for help. The Oshkosh started 
to her assistance, but before she coyli 
reach the disabled vessel the flare lights 
were seen, and the Argo sank before 
the Oshkosh reached the scene.’

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Nov. 27.—Di- 
rect from T. P. Shonts, president of the 
Minneapolis & St. Louis road, and Ed- 
win Hawley, ehairman of the board, 
comes a statement today, through 
George W. Seevers, general counsel, 
that there will be no merger of the 
Hawley railroad properties. 

There is a plan in the process of 
working out. It provides for a closer 
traffic alliance among all Hawley 
roads for the interchange of tonnage, for 
rrutual co-operation for the delivery of 
business. to an allied line, and for such 
understanding and close communication 
between traffic officials of the various 
roads as shall make possible handling 
by a Hawley property of greatest pos- 
sible tonnage originating on the line of 
another Hawley property for long dis- 
tance carriage. 

It does not intend, it is said, any 
merger or combination. of the various 
roads: does net contemplate changes in 
eperation, and provides for maintenance 
of the identity of every property separ- 
ately and individually.

“There are sufficient .facts .already 
at hand if the prosecutions were pushed, 
to jail a majority of the men high up in 
the Sugar Trust. I beHeve that an in- 
vestigation would shock the people ‘at 
large and that would in turn result in 
something concrete being done.’’ 

Senator Cummins said it was not a 
lack of’ laws or the imperfection of 
laws which stopped prosecutions of 
trusts, but that it was the lack of en- 
forcement of the present laws. 

‘The decision in the Standard Oi! case 
by Judge Sanborn shows conclusively 
that the law is not imperfect,’’ said 
Senator Cummins, 

“That case of the Standard Oil pre- 
sented less conclusive evidence that it 
was a violator of the law than is al- 
ready known about the Sugar Trust. 
There the Oi] Trust was guilty once, 
the Sugar Trust was guilty a dozen 
times.’’ 

“{f the Sugar Trust is guilty of all 
they say it is, and I bélieve it is, the 
compromise for anything like $3,000,000 
is a joke,’ said Senator Borah. ‘It 
ought to be $30,900,000. It is worse than 
the commonest thief.’’ 

President Taft ig determined that 
every threat connected with frauds al- 
leged to have been committed upon the 
customs service by the Sugar Trust 
shall be unravelled. 

Today while talking to Senator Lodge 
and Representative Weeks, both of 
Massachusetts, Mr. Taft went at some 
length into the subject... He announced 
that it woula be his purpose to continue 
the investigation already in progress. 
Going beyond that ‘he said there would 
be no relaxation of effort to bring the 
‘wrongdoers to justice.

sa child she experimented successfully in making 

ractical, working addition to toys and more 
serviceable devices and as she grew older turned 
her attention almost exclusively to the field of 
invention. She has been successful in many of 
her attempts and has made her own way and 
supplied herself with funds for further experi- 
ments by the work of her brain and hands, but 
in the aeroplane now completed she has reached 
the height of her attempts and a present pinnacle 
of her ambitions, ; 

With characteristic pluck and perseverance, this 
little woman is pushing ahead with the work, so 
that she may fly before the co.d weather actually 
sets in. In a substantial shed at Mineola, L. L, 
near the aviation grounds where Curtis: made his 
sensational flights for the Aero Club of America 
and the Aeronautic Society, Miss Todd’s big ma- 
ching,4e housed under the care of mechanics who 
aré engaged in putting on the finishing touches. 
They expect in a few days to have everything 
ship-shape, so that immediate flights may be 
made. . 

Completion of the machine, after it was ready 
for tests, was delayed by a partial recoastruction 
and a change from two propellers to one. The 
original form of the machine is not altered, how- 
ever, by the innovation. The new single propeller 
which is substituted for the two aluminum ones, 
is made of Oregon spruce, carefully laminated 
and covered with two layers of Japanese silk. The 
whole propeller is covered with black enamél, 
which renders it more conspicuous. Light-colored 
propellers turning at high speed are almost in- 
visible, and the darkening of the propeller tends 
to lessen the danger of accident on tests and in 
regular flights. 

Miss Todd has the distinction of being the first 
woman in the world to make an aeroplane from 
her own design. That she has succeeded is due 
not only to a wonderful mechanical faculty se]- 
dom found in a woman, but to indomitable will 
power, which has led her to surmount’ obstacles 
that would have riade the strongest man quaih: 
Always a mechanical student, Miss Todd has de- 
voted her spare time in the past three years, first 
to the study of dirigible balloons and then to 
aeroplanes. 

The completed machine is 36 feet in length, ex- 
clusive of the small flexing planes which extend 
two feet futher on each side. These two sinal! 
planeg are controlled by steering gear from the 
aviator’s seat; the rear rudder, in order to alter 
the line of travel to right or left, is operated by 
a wheel placed directly in front of the operator; 
the 12-foot double horizontal plane in front, which 
controls the ascent and descent, is also actuated 
by, this wheel, ‘lnis quadruple motion of the 
steering wheel—right, left, forward and back- 
ward, simplifies the guidance of the mach'‘ne.

The two large planes are parallel in aide 
double curves. These curves form a distinctive 

feature of the aeroplane. Instead of the conven- 
tional “straight front” of the planes, these are

For the same 
reason there is a curve: fore and aft. ‘In 
making an extensive study of aeronautics 
Miss, Todd spent many days at the Metro- 
politan Museum in New York, studying care- 
fully the formation of the wings of the 
albatross, of which there is a splendid specimen 
on exhibition. The double curve in the planes 
makes for the increased stability of the machine. 
as a wind which might strike the end of the plane 
from below deflects downward instead of sweep- 
ing across the full surface of the planes, Gasoline 
for the motor fs carried in two copper cylinders. 
the capacity of each being 10 gallons—estimated 
to carry the aeroplane a hundred miles or more. 

Miss Todd claims to have mastered one of the 
chief troubles which have beset aeroplane in- 
ventors—the maintenance of equilibriufh, She 
will install on her machine a complete device for 
automatic equilibrium, the plan for which is etn- 
bodied in a patented device, approved by engineers 
and automatic experts. The scientific value of 
this discovery is great, and has already ititerested 
experts as well as laymen. The automatic feature 
is the main point upon which Misk Todd claims 
that her machine is superior to those that have 
already been proved successful. 

The entire construction of the machine is a mon- 
ument to feminine skill. Miss Todd hes superin-

Miss Todd, the woman, is as interesting as Miss 
Todd the inventor. She does not believe in indis- 
criminate travel through the air, and wil] apply 
for a government license to travel anywhere in 
the United States. She applied for a local license 
recently in Richmond Borough, New. York, and 
was refused, the Corporation Counsel deciding 
“the charter does not, in its present form, con- 
template any such use of the public streets, and 
the matter will have to be taken up in some wy 
through legislative action.” She intends to Op- 
erate the machine herself as soon as her hands, 
which have given out, due to overstrained muscles 
and nerves, will allow of her managing the steer- 
ing gear. . 

Miss Todd is also among the first in this coun- 
try to apply for insurance on ‘an aeroplane, The 
insurance offices of New York having failed to an- 
ticipate such a demand, were puzzled in the mat- 
ter. ‘The final decision was that a full description 
would .have to be sent to London, and even then 
the question as to whether it would be accepted as 
a risk, was doubtful. 

It: seems marvelous that so frail a little woma> 
ean compete with man in the mastery of aerial 
flight. “The shape of Miss Todd’s brow, however, 
shows a compreLension of th~- intricacies of me- 
chanics which her years of study of mechanical 
skill have enabled her to apply to the construc- 
tion of her aeroplane. The history o: her en- 
deavors is oné which cannot fail to inspire men 
and women alike with a new hope of making a 
mark in the world by energy and perseverance. 

Her career has been an interesting one and her 
success in mastering the ait with her own inven- 
jons will mean. perpetuating the inventive pow- 
ara inherited from her grandfather, who took out 
the first patents on bent felloes for wheels when 
the patent office jwas in its infancy. As a child 
she experimented, with every avilable instrument 
and toy, from scissors and weathervanes t, walk- 
ing dolls and telescopes. The child learned valua- 
ble lessons in equilibrium from these experiments. 

As a. young girl she turned.her attention to 
typewriters, sun-dials and cloo¥s. Her first patent 
was obtained on a copy h@ider for typewriters.

Here there was no overlord 
to appropriate one-half of what the worker pro- 
duced .With the bulk of the lands in the United 
States in the hands of a comparatively few men 
the day of the overlord or landmaster is not far 
off. 
In the appropriation of the free public lands 
of the United States vast frauds have been com- 
mitted, but greater landed estates In the West 
have come into the hands of certain men 
through purchase in times of depression, and it 
cannot be charged that these came into possession 
of title through fraudulent or extra-legal means.

Less than a hundred years ago the-public lands 
of the United States embraced 1,800,000,000 acres. 
The people lost more than one-tenth of this land, 
and this of the choicest, by its being granted off- 
hand, by careless congresses, to railroads and 
other corporations. Agricultural schools and 
colleges got 80,000,000 acres. More ~ than sixty 
million’. acres were ‘disposed of by gift of 
soldiers’ scrip, a large part of which was 
bought up for little or nothing by capitalists. The 
several states received back as swamp lands about 
70,000,000 acres. Actual settlers and land graft- 
ers got 641,500,000 acres. The United States had 
on hand in 1908 a grand total of 755,000,000 acres. 

The amount of public land still remaining to 
the people is very impressive. It would furnish 
a farm of 160°’acres each to nearly 5,000,000 fam- 
ilies. There seems to be nothing to raise a ea- 
lamity howl for in this. Nor would there be if all 
this land was worth farming.‘ But when it is 
trimmed down to land that is worth having, the 


‘amount will be found to be ridiculously smal). 


Out of this amount must come 370,000,000 acres 
in Alaska, which is not likely to be homesteaded 
by farmers for.a very long time. This cuts the 
public domain in half. Thére remaing about 400,- 
000,000 acres. From this must be subtracted: the 
millions of acres permanently locked up in na- 
tional parks, forest and other reserves, and the 
thousands of square miles of mountain and desert, 
which neither irrigation nor the improved dry 
farming will ever bring under cultivation. 

Outside of the farms, two-thirds of the fami- 
lies ip America are paying rent for the roofs over 
their heads. In 1880 25 oyt of every hundred 
farmers were paying rent for the farms they cuilti- 
vated. Twenty years later the total rumber of 
farmers had increased by more than a million, 
but the ‘number of tenant farmers bad increased 
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even’ more rapidly. In 1900 more than 35. out of 
a hundred farmers were working land that be- 
longed: to someone else. These are the American 
peasantry, if the proper definition of a peasant 
is af agricultural Jaborer Who. works the land 
of another. ree :
